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Mount Wilson 
Observers See 
Invisible Spots 

DiA'uvering the invisible at a dis¬ 
tance of 93,000,000 miles is some 
achievement. But the sunny weather 
of the past few days has been an ap¬ 
propriate time for the latest an¬ 
nouncement by the Mt. Wilson obser¬ 
vatory scientists. 

Invisible sun spots have been dis- 
covered. Dr. George Ellery Hale, di¬ 
rector of the Mt. Wilson ob.servatory 
has aimoiyiced that through their 
magnetic effects he and his associates 
have detected .solar storms that can¬ 
not be photographed or seen through 
the telescope. 

Ten of these invisible spots have 
been found in the last few months 
by Drs. Hale, Ellerman and Nichol¬ 
son, working with the 160-foot tower 
telescope and the 7B-foot spectro.scope. 

Dr. Nicholson will be the speaker 
before the Men's Community club at 
the Congregational Church next 
Thursday night. His topic will be of 
a popular chamcter, however, rather 
than dealing with highly technical 
matters. 

"It is expected that the further 
study of these objects will help ex¬ 
plain the origin and nature of sun 
spots,” Dr. Hale declares. 

Early Discoveries 

In 1908 Dr. Hale discovered that a 
sun spot is a great whirling storm, 
similar to a terrestrial tornado, but on 
a gigantic scale, often vastly larger 
than the earth. The expansion of the 
hot solar ga.ses, caused by the cen¬ 
trifugal action of the whirl, cools 
them sufficiently to produce the ap¬ 
pearance of a dark cloud, which we 
call a sun spot. If this colling is not 
great enough to produce a visible 
darkening of the surface, the whirl¬ 
ing storm may still be present, though 
invisible to the eye. Such invi.sible 
whirlshave now been detected by their 
magnetic effect on the light emitted 
by the luminous vapors within them. 

Magnetic fields in visible sun spots 
were first found by Dr. Hale in 1908. 
They are due to the whirl of electrical 
particles in the spot vortex, just as 
the magnetic field of an elctro-mag- 
,net is produced by the whirl of elec¬ 
trons through its wire coilS. The mag¬ 
netic field in a sun spot is recognized 
by the effect it produces on the lines 
in the spot spectrum. 

Birth Foreshadowed 

Some invisible spots foreshadow the 
birth of a visible spot, which finally 
appears tp the eye several days after, 
the first indications of the whirl have 
been found. Others correspond to the 
period of decay, and permit a spot to 
be traced for some time after it ceases 
to be visible. In other cases the in¬ 
visible spot never reaches maturity, 
which means that the cooling produced : 
by expansion never becomes great 
enough to produce perceptible dark-' 
ening of the sun’s disk. i

Granted Permleaien to Make Sx- 
ploratlene In Aela Miner. 

Ancient cttlee In Asia Minor, burled 
■Iz centuries before Christ, are to be 
dug up and explored by American 
scientists to whom permlselon has 
)ust been granted by tbs Greek gov¬ 
ernment, according to a cablegram re 
celved at Washington by Prof. Ed 
ward Capps of Princeton university, 
who Is chairman of the board of man¬ 
agers of the American School of 
Classical Studies at Athens.

NORTH CAROLINA 

^tesen-^^ was Sir Wal¬ 
ter Haleigb who was respon¬ 
sible for North Carolina’s flrst 
settlement. It was in 1584 that 
Kulelgli obtained permission 
from Queen Elizabeth to plant 
an English colony In America, 
and the expeditions which he 
sent established a little colony 
on Koanoke Island. There In 
1587 was born the first Ameri¬ 
can child of English parents. 
She was named Virginia L>are, 
after the virgin queen. This col¬ 
ony, due to England’s war with 
Spain, could not be properly sup¬ 
ported, and after a few years 
perished. It was nut until over 
a century later that periuaneut 
settlements were made. Daring 
pioneers from Virginia pressed 
south Into the new territory, and 
the.se, augmented by a large 
company of Huguenots from 
France and a greater number of 
Uerinans from the Palatinate, 
founded the first North Carolina 
town of Newburn to 1710. By 
the time of thesUevolution tbe 
population In North Carolina 
hud lacreu.sed to such au extent, 
with au Influx of Scotcb-Irish 
and Scutch Highlanders who 
settled chiefly In the western 
counties, that It ranked fourth 
umoiig the original thirteen col¬ 
onies. Today Its population en¬ 
titles It to twelve electoral votes 
fur president. In area It stands 
about half way among the states 
with 52,426 square miles. North 
('arultna was the twelfth state 
to adopt the Constitution, the 
formal ratification taking place 
In November, 178H. The deriva¬ 
tion of the name Carolina, as in 
the case of South Carolina, came 
from the Latin Carolus, mean¬ 
ing Charles, and was given orig¬ 
inally in honor of King Charles 
IX of France and retained by 
King Charles II of England.
